The reward is still in force and has 
never been paid to any one, although 
a suit is ponding in the Hancock cir­ 
cu it court ag ainst the county com ­ 
missioners, ha v ing boon instig a ted by 
D etectiv e Curry, who claims the re­ 
ward.

New Orleans, Aug. 25.—With the 
fever here coming steadily under con 
trol and ap p rehension no longer felt 
of a dangerous ep idemic, the federal 
authorities are anxious to p ut restric­ 
tion against free Intercourse between 
New Orleans and infected communi­ 
ties in Louisiana and elsewhere. 
The 
p olicy of such a move was fully dis­ 
cussed in the conference of the fever 
fighters with Governor Blanchard, and 
the resuls are to be made known at 
the meeting of m e state board of 
health which has been called to take 
p lace here today. 
The necessity for 
some such action arises esp ecially 
from the conduct of the Italians and 
other foreign races. 
Many of them 
fled from New Orleans to the sur­ 
rounding p arishes when the fever first 
grew violent here. 
They established 
nests of infection at various p oints. 
Since then many of them have been 
drifting back to New Orleans, settling 
in new neighborhoods and increasing 
the foci here. 
No surrender of course is made of 
the p rincip le that the mosquito is the 
only means of transmission, but the 
attitude to be assumed is that which 
Dr. Gulteras declares is resp onsible 
for the Hav ana quarantine. 
Hav ana 
Is p erfectly willing to receive one case 
of fever or twenty cases without any 
fear of infection, but it insists that 
each case must be labeled. 
In other 
words the quarantine Is p ut on in or­ 
der to observ e trav elers who enter 
that city, so that no one in whose sys­ 
tem the p arasite of yellow fever al­ 
ready exists may come in without the 
knowledge of the authorities and es­ 
tablish a p oint of .nfeetion. 
Yesterday's rep ort was encouraging 
The death list was somewhat larger 
than the day before, but it did not 
reach the maximum set earlier in the 
month, and there Is not the slightest 
indication of the tendency the fever 
assumed at this p eriod in 1878.
